by government to rule the destinies of the moderndrama. Werepeat—per mitted 
by the Government, for were the uajuat, absurd, ard injurieuy restrictions re- 
moved, the people=with" solitary exceptions—who now, by the grace of luck 
and ignorance, lord it over the English theatre, would in three years be supplanted 
by inieliigent, practical managers. Competition would produce worth and know- 
ledge. ‘To proceed: @ . 

Pavuaon ‘THearre.—This theatre is under the management of a Mr. Farrell. 
His play-bills triumphantly attest his peculiar ability for such direction; they 
are an admirable specimen of the litepature of the dramas produced under his 
auspices. Should a very atrocious murder be committed, the assassination 1s, in 
a few days, r2presented in a manner very little short of the original horror. ‘The 
“ Armplutrite”’ convict ship, it mast be remembered was wrecked off Boulogne. 
Mr. Farrell, the “ spirited proprietor,” toyehed with gain and sympathy, embo- 
diéd the circumstance in, we believe, a piece of his own; and, at ‘an immense 
expense,” enzaged some fifiy supernumeraries to lie on the beach, dead and stark, 
“every evening unti! farther notice” Arnd this is a fair specimen of a Pavilion 
drama! And whatsays the Government to this? It smiles consent on the 
atrocities of Mr. Farrell, permits hint to proceed in his crusade against the com- 
mon sense and decent feelings of the people of Whitechapel, by placing the right 
of license in a bench of magistrates, assailable by importunity, interest, and in- 
trigue. A short time sineé, Mr. Farrell produced a piece called “ Fifteen Years 
ot a Tradesman’s Life,”—adraima from his own golden pen, in which was 
presented a bayuio with all its mysteries. One of his actors ventured to hint at 
the impropriety of the scene, when the author, laying his hand upon his heart, 
and smiling very blandly, in « voice of a rich falsetto, assured the fastidious, 
that “‘ the scene was faithfully dvken from nature!’ And the Government says, 
“Very right— rocerd, Mr. Farrell.” 





Garncx Tararne.—T his Vhespian nook is in Leman-street, and has, we be- 
lieve, descended through all the tribes of Israel. On its first opening, the pro- 
prietor of the Pavilion—trembling for his monopoly of absurdity and horror— 
tried every means to destroy it; the surrounding pablic, however, supported the 
new theatre, anJ, after many struggles with the bencl, money is now, at least 
when it is offered, “taken at the doors” Its original pieces are not quite so 
highly spiced os the dramas o Mr. Farrell and stock plays—the “ marks” being 
“picked out,” lite Mrs. Peachem’s handkerchiefs—go off tolerably well among 
“the sailors at Redriff.” ‘There is one, if we may be allowed the adjective, gor- 
geous incident connected with this theatre: Mr. Braham received thirty pounds 
for singing two er three songs. Except this gratifying circumstance, and a drama 
produced on the book of ‘ Esther”—a drama which aroused the Bishop of Lon- 
don into remonstrunce—the Garrick has put forth no peculiar claims to public 
censure or applause.— Many of the pieces produced at the Pavilion and Garrick 
are from the pen of a person named , who may be seen, in his hours not em- 
ployed in composition, on the pavement of Whitechapel, wath a green shade over 
his face, and a placard on his breast, soliciting the charity of the passengers for 
“the successful author of a hundred dramas!”

At 
once his Manner ved: emed the taste of Prince Hal; in a moment, his tones, his 
look and carriage convinced you that he could on occasion rise above the mere 
bolter of capons and swallower of sherries; he proved, what every other Fal- 
staff has failed in, or rather, what they never attempted, considering it no part of 
the character—that he could be a courtier. The Falstaff of other actors is the 
mere cookshop Fals:.uf; the Falstaff of Elliston might, if he pleased, have at- 
tended levees. We fear that few, very few, critics crossed the bridge to see the 
fat knight, which, it is our faith, was the highest triumph of Elliston as an actor, 
inasmuch as it combined, heightened, and enriched all the qualities which he seve- 
rally displayed in ower paris. vy © sheik never forget bio hvolt, attitude, and Vuice, 
when narrating the famous Gadshill fight. As he proceeded, detailing his prow- 
ess, like a true har he became a convert to his own falsehood, and his frame di- 
lated, and his voice deepened and rolled with his imaginary triumphs; and, for 
the time, he stood in his own conviction, the breathing Hector of his own lie. 
Nothing could be more exquisite—no expression could more perfectly catch the 
subtle spirit of Shakspeare than the glance of Elliston,—his flushed face, quiver- 
ing with conquest, awl his whole mountain of a body big with the hero, as he 
cried, “ Thou knowest my old ward ; here | lay, and thus 1 hore my point. Feur 
rogues in buckram let drive at me!” Ofa piece with this was his rallying under 
the exposure of the Prince ; and when asked by Hal—“ W hat trick, what device, 
what starting-hole camst thou now find out to hide thee from this apparent 
shame ?”— gathering himself up, fairly melting his face with a smile, and his eye 
glowing like a carbuacle, Elliston fulmined rather than spoke, “ By the Lord, I 
knew ye as well as be that made ye!” Poor Elliston! he sleeps in lead in St. 
John’s Church, and the Surrey is governed by Mr. Davidge. Our business is 
now with one of Robert’s successors Elliston and Davidge! A declension from 
Falstaff to Nym! 

Since the death of Filiston, murder has been the staple article of the Surrey.— 
“Jenathan Bradford” was written according to the order of Mr. Osbaldiston, 
who, by the result, we presume, commanded the dramatist to his work, in the 
janguage of the promy direction of an old play, that all iight “ die, leaving the 
stage as bloody as it might be.” ‘The success of “ Jonathan Bradford” is a mat- 
ter of even historical authority. The manager put thousands in his pocket, and 
presenting the author with a silver cup, with the affecting motto, “ Respect to the 
respected,” crossed the bridge with his money, and took Covent-Garden, whence 
he occasionally appearsd by deputy in the Court of Chancery, pleading himself a 
“ rogue and a vagabond,” (a plea which was of course allowed, ) in bar of part- 
ne set up by acredulous plaintiff. Mr. Davidge has kept to the ‘* good old 
plan” to an alarming extent of prosperity. We believe it is the peculiar boast 
of the “ spirited propri¢tor,” «nd the assertion may be believed, as it is borne out 
by other evidence, that ‘ he makes more money than gay ee 2 in London, 
and that with the poorast —_ ny and worst pieces!” ould this be the case 
were present restrictions abolished? Would a theatre be made little more than a 
chapel of ease to Hersewonger jane gaol? Would a manager of a theatre be on 
a level with the under deputy of that metropolitan cage? For the original dramas 
produced by the money of Mr. Davidge, they may, with 4 rare exception, be 
judged by the following lines of a song popular with the Surrey boxes, called 
* Jim Crow.” We quot? them, though with an earnest hope that they may es- 
cape the eyes of Mr. Coleman :— 

‘©Cegin was de first man, 

Abel was de oder— 

Dey put Adam on the tread-mi!!, 

Por killing of his bruder.” 
This, we know, is a negto song: it is however, quite as good—nay, tauch better 
than the original dramas ordered by Mr. Davidge: who, however, if we may 
believe green-room stories, is something of a Buonaparie. ‘ Bless me,” cried a 
play wright, “why you bave had that Scene very quickly painted. ‘ Yes, yes,” 
replied a portly bilious man, “there is @ great deal of Napoleon about me !’ 

One more word on the literature of Surrey dramas, and the reward thereat of 
literaty men The manager sends for a hack, and offers him the astounding sum 
of ten pounds for & piece, to be ‘‘ expressly written” for an actor, to whom the 
said manager covenants to pay sixty pounds per week. The piece is done; is 
worth the money, and—no more. he drama is brought out, and layed to 
“overwhelming houses.” {n fact under the menage of Davidge e has al- 
ways played to an overflow—tkat is, the gallery | as continued to run into the 
boxes. It is no very agretable task to write of these people, but they are made 
mischievous by the Government, and their mischief must be thoroughly exposed, 
ere we can hope for a remedy. The monopoly destroyed, such persons as the 
Surrey manager would ceate iv have a professional existence. 





Vicroxia Taearar.— What shall we say for this lot? Simply this—it is un- 
der the management of an officer of the sheriffs for “ Middlesex, Westminster, 
and Surry,” who to vary and soften the asperities of his legal labors, indulges in 
the dolce far niente of dramutic management.

Thus much, however, we 
must state.— We understand ‘hat it is an especial clause in the articles of the ac- 
tors that none of them shall be ‘‘ taken’ while in business. A writ may stand 
ever for a comic song—a declaration be witheld for a hornpipe in chains !

Hayrmarner Turatar.—C inster Bridge, we proceed towards 
the establishment governed by the sceptre of Mr. Morris.. What a jade 
was Fortune to take him from the War-office !—what could have put the baggage 
in such an ill-humor with the unfortunate drama? However, the deed is. dene ; 
and let us now consider its lamentable effects. Mr. Morris, after a long series of 
comp aints, obtained an extension of licence. He is permitted to keep his house 
open from Easter until November. Has he once availed himsgif ot the new pri- 
vilege? He has simply the enlarged power of doing wrong; but we must give 
him his praise—he has = availed himself of the new mischief awarded him 
by the Lord Chamberlain. he Haymarkei—though, beyond ail hope of patal- 
lel, the worst planned theatre in London, the power of seeing the stage being 
poe by thearchitect only to the juste milieu of the audicnce—should be the 

use of comedy. Whut—take the past three years—has Mr. Morris produced ? 
—what unknown writer has he brought forward ?— what provincial actor has he 
snatched from a barn? Has he not in every instance, in case of author or actor, 
awaited bis success at other theatres, ere the proprietor has opened to him his 
stage-door? At the Haymarket, everything is transplanted—it is a soil where 
nothing originates; if a tragedy or a drama be eminently successful at Covent 
Garden, Mr. Morris has no objection to risk it on his boards; and for this pro- 
found reason—it costs him comparatively nothing; until within these past three 
years absolutely nothing: and he has for forty, fifty nights availed himself of 
the successful labors of men, whom he has neither enterprise nor liberality suffi- 
cient to employ originally for himself. Last season, many and painful were the 
negotiations carried on between Mr. Maecenas Morris and a successful dramatist ; 
and what the argument ?—this: whether Mr. Morris should give the sum of one 
hurdred pounds—a sum frequenthy paid for an article in a réview—for a five act 
comedy! Mr. Morris has this season produced “ lon:” yes, it was stamped 
with success at Covent Garden. The tragedy came imto his hands a tested pearl. 
Had he scratched it fromm a heap of MSS., the cock in the fable bad found a bro- 
ther iu intelligence. : 

Mr. Morris complained mest pathetically before the Dramatic Committee of 
the minor theatres not confining themselves to what he sagaciously called a bur- 
letta, i.e., “a piece with songs in it,”—they dared to play the legitimate drama, 
which was any piece in five acts. (Thus, “ Hamlet” might be a burletta, and 
with a little amplification—a little beating of the inzot—t Jonathan Bradford” 
might be legitimized). Does Mr. Morris show any disposition to compete with 
his encroushing rivals? Does he hold out any rewards worthy the consideration 
of any man capable of aught beyond the conversion of sprightly French into so- 
ber English? He has this season refused the tragedy of one of the first writers 
of the age; for the good old breeches-pocket reason, he would not pay for it.— 
And we are to have a monopoly—we are to place the hopes, nay, the very bread 
of men who would write for the stage, in hands such as these! During the pre- 
sent season, Mr. Morris has certainly produeed some novelties from t!e—French ; 
and he has moreover produced a ballet in opposition to the dancers of the Opera— 
(leaden Mercury against the winged son of Maiu)—a ballet, which, with the full 
blewn air of a patron, he boasts has cost him two thousand pounds! ‘Two thou- 
sand pounds for a ballet, and one hundred pounds for a five act comedy! Mon- 
sieur d’Egville is most courteously bowed into the theatre, and the door is shut 
in the face of Mr. Bulwer! And the wisdom of the legislature claps Mr. Mor- 
ris on the back, and says, “unto David, (Aow att the man” to foster and exalt the 
English theatre ! 









Sr. James’s Toeatar.—** You are not the proprietor”’—thus ran the question 
put to Mr. Braham by the Dramatic Committee—* you are not the proprietor of 
any theatre?” Mr. Braham answered and said, ‘thank God! Tam not.” Mr. 
Braham is now, however, the proprietor of the St. James’s, for which pretty 
house he has obtained a license, and at which he has managed one season. We 
will not so saggy, Angee the drama sent forth under his auspices during his 
first campaign. hey were mostly importations from the Coburg, with two or 
three verbal translations fromthe French. This season, we hope he may do bet- 
ter. Should he, however, disappoint us, we trust the theatre will pass into abler 
hands, and that, when we are asked if Mr. Braham be still a proprietor, we may 
be able to avail ourselves of his own words, and to answer— ‘Thank God! he 
is not.” 

Drory-Lanet Tutarre.— What are we to expect of this scason, when the he- 
ralds of Mr. Bunn lift up their lively trampets,and, sounding the note of triumph, 
declare that “he has secured the services of Taglioni?” Taking breath from 
the important announcement, they blow again, and proclaim the probability of an 
“engagement with Madame Malibran!” A third time the trumpets flourish, 
and, amidst a great waving of caps, and clapping of hands, we are expected to 
leap with joy, on bearing that *‘ Mr. Bunn has concluded a treaty with Mr. John 
Barnett, for the composer’s new opera of Rosamond!” Do we blame Mr. Bunn 
for his op cauldroms—his processions? “Do we, with some of our contempora- 
ries, call down upon him the penal fire, for that, somewhat like Abel Dragger, he 
hath caused horseshoes to be magnetized, ‘‘to draw the gallants by the heels?” 
By no means, we think that Mr. Bunn is just as right as the Government is 
wrong. We believe Mr. Bunn would not care the value of one spangle if the 
monopoly were abolished to-morrow. We are convinced he does not look upon 
Drury Lane as a national! theatre, but as a large arena for shows: and the enor- 
mous rent demanded for it—the theatre having been built with materials at war 
prices—justifies hitn in the attempt of making what money he can out of the 
speculation. It is, in fact—if the government would be but honest—a purely 
comamercial matter. It is not Mr. Bunn’s fault, if the law insist on fastening 
vpon him the privilege which is of no use to him, and to which, it is clear, he at- 
taches not the slightest value. ‘ ‘The Provost of Bruges” was played to— 
in theatrical phrase—“ ninety-pound houses ;” leaving, of course, a ruinous 
balance against the manager; in consequence of his rent, and the four com- 
panies—namely, tragic, comic, operatic, and pantomimic—engaged. The 
tragedy was immediately withdrawn; and the author, we presume, took lit- 
tle more than a few encouraging criticisms to write on, arid——get no- 
thing! Abolish the monopoly, and theatres will be built, and companies en- 
gaged, at which and to whom ninety-pound receipts will be amply sufficient for 
every pur of proprietor, actor, and author. ‘The writer of a tragedy at one 
of the theatres is in this predicament; his play must attract not money enough to 
pay those engaged in it, but those who are of no service to it. Tragedy must 
pay comedy, opera, and pantomime, or tragedy is bankrupt. The ensuing sea 
son at Drury-Lane is to be devoted, like - bose. to opera and show. Young, 
play-stricken gentlemen, and our well-meaning grand-fathers, may rave and 
shake the head at the desecration of the national temple—at the introduction of 
horses ‘‘ where Garrick and Siddons,” &c. &c. &c.; but the fault rests not with 
the man who takes the theatre as a shop for his trade—not upon the showman 
himself, blustering in his laced coat and white plumes—but in the government 
that insists upon making Mr. Merriman “ his Majesty’s servant,” to the loss of 
worthier people. Destroy the monopoly, and the chances are, that in a very 
brief time, the horses of some Barclay & Co. would supersede the stud of Davis 
at Drury. To fasten any exclusive privilege on any proprietor of Drury-Lane 
or Covent Garden, under present circumstances, is about as ridiculous as it would 
be absurd to present Ramo Samee with a patent of nobility. 








Covent-Garpen Tueatre.—We think Mr. Osbaldiston more calculated to 
perpetuate the mischief of monopoly than Mr. Bunn, inasmuch as, by continu- 
ing to have what is called the legitimate drama sometimes in the bills, he affords 
the champions of the present system some arguments for its continuance. Last 
season, Mr. Osbaldiston might have done somewhat to retrieve himself with the 
public; yes, even after his courageous defence in the Court of Chancery. But 
nominally lowering his prices, though really doubling them—he giving us Surrey 
pieces and Surrey actors at twice their previous amount—he sank the credit 
of the theatre, and Covent-Guarden becarne the greatest barnin the country. 
The wretched novelties that were produced—the concoctions of a Somerset, and 
a Mr. Pibdin Ditt, late of the Siktey—with euttings from novels, and transla- 
tions from the French by the stock author, Mr. Fitzball ! And these things, 
contemptible in themselves, were bam ta produced. Osbaldiston has not 
even spirit to thoroughly his gi , but puts here a spot and there a 

t of Dutch metal, the Conan of the under substance peeping, in fifiy places, 
through. We have heard a story ef a modern manager who was wont to mete 
out his gas in proportion to his audience. H the house was tolerably‘filled, the 
light was very endurable; but if the ze came in slowly, the gas was as 
slowly turned upon them ; and thus it sometimes happened that the pieces were 
played in a very pictorial chiara scura. The plan had this advantage : it kept 
the poverty of pit and boxes from the eyes of the actors, who were thus not dis- 
couraged in their efforts by the oppressive signs of “‘ bad business.” We forget 
the name of the manager, but two or three visits last year to Covent-Garden 
almost convince us that it was Osbaldistun. Another anecdote of the present 
Surrey manager may illustrate the present management of the ex-king, now re- 
moved to Covent-Garden. The great originator of ‘My Poll and my Partner 
Joe,” (for the manager, we have somewhere read, declares that work of genius 
traceable to himself,) had bought some theatrical dresses— ‘“‘ There,” said he, dis- 
playing a Richard’s robe, and pointing, with triumphant finger, to the broad far 
adorming it—“ There,” said he, *‘all real!’”- ‘“ Real!” exclaimed the gentieman 
to whom the dress was exhibited, ‘ what! real ermine ?”—‘ No, no,” rejoined 
the manager, “real rabbit!” This touch of management is worthy a whole essay

THe Ovrymew ‘Thestre.— This little temple, if we except the Amphitheatre, 
is the best managed house in London. What Madame Vestris professes to do, 
she does admirably. Her pieces are, to be sure, “ milk for babes ;” but then it ig 
milk of the very best quality. ‘he Olympic is a kind of dramatic confectioner’s 
we cannot be content to dine there, but Madame’s cakes, and jellies, and ‘‘ maids 
of honor ” melt in the mouth very agreeably.—One can call at the Olympic for a 
burletta as for a custard; and the custard is served upon plate, in a cup of the 
most delicate china, and with aspoon (to quote Mr. Cox Savory) of ‘the king’s 
pattern.” Now and then, as in the case of * A Loan for a Lover,” we meet with 
something more solid—a pigeon-pie, or perdriz aux choux ; but the general run 
of entertainment is sweet, light, and toothsome. There is nothing powerful te 
discompose our nerves—no violent attack upon our sympathies; but everything 
is turned into “ prettiness and favor.” 





Tue Avevpn THrarre.—We hear the promise of amendment by the mana- 
gers of this house, which, whilst it was confined to domestic dramas, flourished, 
and deservedly flourished. When, however, it began to produee ‘‘ Vampire 
Bats” in three acts—“ Black Vuliures” in no less,—when the manager, like Pe- 
lisson, had his pet spider in the shape of O. Smith, and was ever breaking up his 
stage into pieces no bigger than cards, for earthquakes, floods, and volcanoes,— 
the Adelphi became a rare-show, and injured its own manager, and—the gallery 
of the Coburg.—(Ducrow, by the way, has been heard to boast, that Ais gallery 
sensibly affects the boxes of Mr. Morris.) Nor were these pieces assisted by the 
extemporaneous grossness of the principal improvisalore, at present, as we have 
heard, on his way from America, lured by only forty pounds a week from the 
treasury of the Adelphi. They do say that Mr. Yates promises to behave very 
prettily all the next scason.—We hope so. 





New Sruanp Tuéarre.— We are disarmed of avy criticisms that we might 
have indulged in upon the management of this theatre, by the farewell address of 
the propriciors, who plead the “ suddenness of their undertaking ” in extenuation 
of past deficiencies. As they say that they are 

“ Very sorry —very mnch ashamed, 
And mean next season to be quite reclaim’d 
| we will pass them, expending our last words upon—

Sapcer’s Weits Treatre.—This house is under the management of Mr 
Osbaldiston, who, during the summer, has played many pieces of “the regular 
drama,” for which he, as patentee of Covent-Garden, has been informed against 
by his Jate assailant in a Chancery case, and has incurred penalties to the amount 
of some thousands. This is delicicus; here we have—“ the miner, lifted by his 
own petard” We rejoice at these informations ; for they will Le the means of 
accelerating that measure of justice, too long, with ignorfut apathy, withheld by 
the legislature. For the original pieces produced at this house, they are, we be 
lieve, the joint productions of Mr. Campbell and a below-bridge waterman. 

We have now ;;lanced at all the theatres. No—we had forgotten “ Tur 
Qveen’s” Wedoubt not, everybody who has had to do with it would be happy 
to arrive at the same oblivion. ‘lhe Queen’s Theatre is like Carisbrooke Well 
any gentleman who wishes to get rid of his money, may “throw in,” for he will 
never get it out again. Atthe Well, however, one ass is enough to draw—at the 
Queen’s, and it has been tried, fifty at least have failed. 

The Government is now called upon to do something. If it conceive the re- 
presented drama to be an art of combination, let it restrict the number of thea- 
tres, and selecting two for the higher order of composition, let it carry a grant for 
the support of the national stage. If, on the contrary, the legislature have no se 
licitude whatever for the theatre, do not let it carry restrictions into that which is 
to be considered a mere trading speculation. Why not shut up certain bakers’ 
shops at certain seasons, as well ascertain theatres! Why show a half-anxiety 
only to be mischievous? With the abolition of the present monopoly, the stage 
would become regenerate, through what are now called minor theatres; they 
would insensibly become classified, and each would gradually attract to itself 
that which was the very best in the market for the peculiar entertainment. That 
free trade in the dratma will ultimately be allowed--and we have earnest hopes, 
in the course of the next session—we are assured of, from the advancing intelli- 
gence of the times ; but whenever the measure shall be brought to pass, we shall 
think it imperfect if unaccompanicd by the abolition of the office of depulle licen- 
ser. Never, in the court at Timbuctoo, was there a more solemn mockery !— 
Compared to him, the blue monkey of the Indians is the eighth wisdem.

It was on a fine fox-hunting morning towards the latter end of December 
183—, that the Cork Union hounds met to draw the coverts of Castlelyons and 
Ryder’s Brake. A light breeze had sprung up, not however sufficient to brush 
the dew from the heather, as it hung in long pearly rows, and glistened like dia- 
monds in the morning sun, but merely breathing in the faces of the red-coatesd 
Nimrods with the keen bracing freshness of a frosty morning. Who is the hunts- 
man that loves not such a breeze? It is a source of happiness to the becalmed 
sailor, as with longing eyes he looks over the mirror-like ocean, aud gladdened as 
the smooth expanse is broken into undulating billows: his sails are filled, and 
away glides his long-pent barque on her destined course. ‘Thus is the scent borne 
to the nostrils of the canine herd. ‘“ Wind him, and find him, my darlings,” is 
- ery, as the richly- wooded glen resounds to the deep bay of the restless fox 

ounds. 

Already the ‘‘ central spot,” the place of meeting, is an object of interest. Be- 
low the mist, so perceptible in the clear frosty air, produced from the breathing 
of a crowded assemblage of bipeds nd quadrupeds, my eye, practised by a lon 
acquaintance with the parties, readily distinguished the huntsman and his satel- 
lites. After the usual salutation, «Vour dogs are in excellent condition,” &c., 
and the assurance, “ Capital scent-lying day this, Sir,” on his—together with the 
announcement of my arrival by the yelping of all the young dogs in the pack, 
ever ready to open their throats on the slightest opportunity—1 dismounted my 
hackney—(the best animal that was ever, as the forcible, though vulgar, expres- 
sion says, “ lapped in leather.” We have him now many years, and though he 
performs the various avocations of ‘‘my father’s arm chair,” “my sister’s pal- 
frey,” ‘‘my gay covert-hack,” and universal screw and roadster for the whole 
family, is, barring minus one eye, as stout on his pins ever)—and, taking my 
Monarch mare from my groom, joined the jovial crew. 

Already were arriving, or arrived, the clite of all our numerous sportsmen. 
Those who are quite ew fait at doing “the thing in style,” drive in their drags, 
(a species of vehicle built like a gig, with plain back,) and, unsullied by a single 
pan of envious mud, glittering with scarlet and jet-blacking, dazzling with 
bright steel, mount their noble weight-carrying, hundred-guinea racing-hanters— 
(most of our horses are steeple-chasers)—and join the ranks of those who ride 
in Danger’s break-neck chase. Those whom you see slowly winding round the 
dell, as if fearful of their horses becoming blown, are others who ride their 
hunters to covert, and are making the most of them. Some ure now resting in 
that farm-yard, and more busily employed in tightening girths, smoothing le- 
cloths, and adjusting bridle-reins with the greatest nicety. A numerous party 
arrive together, and, leaving their covert-hacks, sit gallantly mounted: they are 
4 earliest and most intimate acquaintances ; I shall introduce them to the reader. 
They are five brothers, keen, ardent, and determined sportsmen, the Messieurs 
D—, of B. That gentleman riding that beautiful bay horse is Mr. T. D., on 
Diamond. This well-looking, though rather pelit-maitre horseman, bestriding a 
tall awkward chesnut horse, and shewing off by the style in which he clears the 
fences—‘‘ Who is he ?”—That’s Mr. J. é: the arbiter elegantiarum of our town 
—a very Triton among us smull minnows ; the Sampson who bears away in his 
mighty grasp from us poor Philistines all the “nods, and becks, and wreathed 
smiles” of the female portion of our population; and here he is, trying to win 
golden opinions from all sorts of men by riding over everything. He is, as you 
may Observe, a capital horseman, and it is his pride to be the “observed of al) 
observers,” “the star, the gaze, the go,” the very cynosure of neighboring eyes. 
He approaches. ‘“ How do?”—“ How are you? —“ Is that a fast horse you 
ride ?”—“ This animal?” replied the dandy, scornfully looking towards his boot, 
the toe of which was = placed in the stirrup, after the most approved cavalry 
fashion—“ Yes !”—‘ S not that your own horse you ride?”

Indeed, a gentleman, as | have heard, boasted of having procured 
seven for half-a-crown each before the first of the month. Thus the true sports- 
man is cheated of his sport by the unprincipled poacher, whether he calls himself 
a gentleman, or is a cash-scraping moor-man. 

hen up to ane comes a gamekeeper, in all the pomp and circumstance of of- 
fice; white fustian was his jacket, natty was his waistcoat, corduroy was his 
nether covering, illigant were his gaiters, and Day-and-Martin’d were his quar- 
ter-boots. With him was a rough moor-man, with a five days’ beard upon his 
brown. tanned muzzle, and a big quid of _ in his mouth. The gamekeeper

TRAINING CARRIER PIGEONS. 

In the course of a lecture delivered by Mr. Mayo on the evening of the 20th 
of May, at the Royal Institution, on ‘ Sensation,” when speaking of “ Instinct,” 
he mentioned the following faets respecting the training and powers of the Car- 
rier Pigeon, which he had obtained from a practical person. They prove that 
the carrier pigeon sees its way home, retracting its path in part by recollection ot 
its several stages, in part by recollection of visual direction. 

Carrier pigeons, of which the Dutch is the best breed, are thus trained :— At 
eight or ten weeks of age they begin to run, or to make fiights of from four to 
five hours from the nest. They are then strong enough on the wing to com 
mence their education. The pigeon to be trained is first taken no greater distance 
than a mile from home, and tossed into the air; when, after flying round and 
round, and rising some height into the air, it wings its way back his lesson 
is repented five or six times m as many days. ‘The bird is then carried to the 
distance of two miles, and tossed. This lesson is repeated twice. The bird is 
next carried three miles, and tossed; and this lesson is likewise repeated two or 








three times, The bird m carried six oe id then twelve, then twenty- 
four, then forty-eight, then ninety-six, and spon, in a geometrical ratio. Each of 
these lessons is giveh once only. The longest flight that a carrier a has 
been known to make is eight hundred miles, In so long a flight the bird is sup- 


posed to pitch at night and roost, renewing its flight the following day. 


When a trained carrier pigeon is tossed, after making une or more circles, it 
rises in « rapid spiral to an enormous height it takes its departure, and at 
that height it is supposed to make its journey.” ‘The s of the Antwerp birds, 


which are lighter and more finely made than the English breed, is supposed to be 
amile aminute. They are more extensi used than is sup in financial 
transactions: Ome eminent speculator at rp keeps 1200 pigeons. ‘Ihe va- 
lue ot a pair cf well-trained Dutch birds is £1.° 

The feats of these birds, when they are used for moderate distances, are secem- 
ingly effected directly through vision: the birds see their pre’ They rise suffi- 
ciently high to command a vie+"of distant known objects, which their fine sight 
enavles thera to recognise at immense distances. If their sight is baffled, they 
lose their way ; so, if they set off in foggy weather, they are sometimes two, 
three, or four days, or even a week, in making a passage which would otherwise 
pg afew hours only; and sometimes, under these circumstances, they never 
reach home. 

It is evident that at greater distances (on the rule of training deseribed already) 
there must be something more than direct vision to guide them; they must rely 
upon recollected direction as well as upon the sight of recollected objects ; or they 
must employ some general ideas of direction, in which, perhaps, ue position of 
the sun may help them, in addition to the sight of known terrestrial — 

On the 20th of May a gentleman named Chittenden shot a very fine carrier 
pigeov, whieh bad settled on Brook Church, near Wye. ‘The bird had a label 
aitached to it by a piece of fine wire, and was evidently on its passuge from some 
art of the Continent to Lendon. ‘Uhere were various private marks on the la- 
bel, unintelligible, of course, except Lo the parties in communication, but the fol- 
lowing words were easily deciphered :—*‘* J’ai regu 12 pigeons hier, ils ont reste a 
Ostende Jeudi. J’espere que vous vous portez bien.” No. 3, and an eagle’s head, 
were also marked on one of the tail feathers.

NEWMARKET FIRST OCTOBER MEETING. 


lt is many years since a First October Meeting commenced so auspiciously as 
the one about to be described, whether we look at the number of the races, or their 
importance. ‘The circumstance becomes the more remarkable from the fact, that 
it is generally considered the least interesting of the three. On the present occa- 
sion, however, the attraction of an excellent list were greatly enhanced by the 
probability that the two best horses of their year, the winners of the Derby and 
St. Leger, would again come together, their first strugg'e for superiority having 
been distinguished by so much closeness and severity as to leave a doult which 
was the better of the two—a doubt materially increased by the subsequent run- 
ning of Bay Middleton at Epsom and Ascot, and of Elis at Goodwood, Lewes, 
and Doneaster. Much uncertainty prevailed for some days asto whether Elis 
would show so soon after his race at Doncaster; but having arrived in two days 
without being in the slightest degree affected either in health or temper, his noble 
master determined to ‘ show fight,” and backed him freely at 7 to 4 and 2to 1; 
how the race ecume off will be seen below. In looking at the racing here, (as well 
as at Heaton Park), some allowance must be made for the state of the ground, 
which had suffered from two or three tremendous storms, at the end of last week. 

The week’s business commenced with the Derby, several large books having 
already been opened on it, withevery prospect of its being a good race for betting 
round, Brother to Bay Middleton was backed at 8 to 1; Jereed at 13 to 1, to 
two or three hundred pounds; Defender at 14 to I, to four hundred pounds; Phan- 
tasima colt at 15to 1; The Pocket Hercules at 20 to 1, to three or four hundred 
pounds; Wintonian at 24 to 1, to one hundred (40 to 1 afterwards oilered against 
him); and Morison at 60 to J, to the same amount. 

The company on the Heath was very numerous, and included the following

Firmly 
persuaded that some change in our present system is called for, and feeling much 
confidence that the scheme now proposed wil! obviate present difficulties, and 
alone prevent recourse to the extreme remedy applied to the same evils in En- 
gland, we invite thas attention to the subject which its importanoe deserves.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE SPIRIT OF THE TINBB. 

Dear Sir,—I have at length found time to fulfil the promise 1 made some 
@eaths azo, of putting upon paper the plan I then suggested of improving our 
horses and increasing our sport. I have long been sutisfied, that our present 
mode of testing the qualities of @ horse is far from being a good one. So con- 
vinced are they in England that in running heats, the best horse is as |. kely to 
lose as to win, that they have (with the exception of a few King’s Plates) 
pearly, if not entirely, abolished them. Still, I should regret to see their method 
adopted in this country—for alihough our test 1s by ne means a@ certain one, theirs, 
a my judgment, is still less so. We put uptight weights and run heats—they put 
Bp heavier weights and run a single one. We can iest the comparative speed 
and bottom of our horses—ihey can test the comparative speed, but noi the com. 
Paralive endurance, of theirs; for there is no morecertainty thatthe winner of a 
ingle heat, with 11Vlbs. on his back, (their weight for a 3 year old), would, in 
90 minutes afterwards, be able to win a second, than if he carried Sibs. And 
there is perhaps as liule risk of injuring our horses in running heats with SUlbs. 
as there is in running a single one with 119lbe. We have, besides, another very 
great advantage. Our riders, theugh far, very far short ef theirs in skill and ex- 
perience, are fur less liable to be tumpered with. Mew men would be bold enough 
to trust their reputation to the keeping of a boy of 10 or 12 years old, who would 
be almost sure to tell the story to his er. nies, and wh, for sixpence worth of gin- 
gerbread, would probably break any promise he might make. 

Most of the objections to our mode may, { think, be obviated—the alteration of 
the distance from 240 to 120 yards im four mile heats (for which suggestion lam 
indebied to my friend Capt. Stockton) is admitted to be an improvement. The 
adoption of the fullowing plan would, in my opinion, be a greater one :— 

My proposition is, instead of giving the whole purse to one horse, to divide it- 
Of eleven hundred dollars, (to which amount no proprietor who now gives $1000 
would refuse to raise it), 1 would give to the winaer of the first heat, say $400— 
to the horse that was second 1n that heat, $100—tothe winner of the second heat, 
@300— ard tothe winner of the third heat, $300. 

Qd. If a horse won the first and second heats, he should be entitled to the whole 
purse, with the exception of the $100 yviven to the horse that was second in the 
first heat. 

3d. A distanced or drawn horse should in no case win anything. 

4th. If the horse that wen the first heat should be distanced in the socond or 
third, the $400 should go tothe horse that was second in the first heat, provided he 
aaved his distance in the two last 

Sth. There should in no event be more than three heais. 

6th. When a dead heat is made, the amount allotted to that heat to be divided 
bet ween the horses making such heat. 

The great object, it will be perceived, is to induce every horse to run for every 
heat. It will be admitted that the principal reason for racing the horse is, that 
we may, by this means, select the fieetest and stoutest. We value highest, and 
breed from such as have shown more speed and endurance. Is our present me- 
thod a sure test of either one or the other? Js it not better adapted to, and does 
it not as often display, the skill of an experienced manager, as the powers of the 
horse? What would a man of common sense say to me, if I should invite him 
to witness a trial of three or four horses, that we might select (for a match, or 
any other pui pose, ) the best, and he should overhear me giving such directions as 
these to the riders :—‘t Now Bill, you must not run a yard for the first heat—go 
a couple of rounds with them—get them to running and cutting each other’s 
throats, arid then pull quietly back, and save your distance—you’ll fix them the 
next heat.” “Tom, you must run for the first heat—you have the heels of Jack, 
eo mind and trail him—keep ten or even twenty yards behind him—never lap 
him until you get to the distance, then give her whip and spur, and win by a 
brush, the shorter the better for you.” He would, I think, be apt to ask me, after 
the race was over, how much wiser | was for the trial—for that it appeared to 
him, the simpler and better way would be, todirect them all to do their best in 
every heat. Would any sane man think, for an instant, of making a private 
trial in such a way ?—if not, why should a public one be so made? 

That the best horse does not always win, under the existing regulations, will 
not be denied; and it may be impossible so to regulate racing, that he alweys 
shalldoso. But the chance of going wrong, andof giving reputation, and the 
purse, toa horse that has not deserved it, will not, by the mode I prepose, be so 
great. It would render this anciext and useful sport more interesting and attrac- 
tive, by making the contest 4 more equal one, and by giving the best horse the 
best chance to win,—it would make it a fairer one. If, in a match; one horse 
beats another twice out of three times, the race is over, and he is declared best. 
Why should it not be so in a field? What fairer claim has a horse in a field that 
hae been beaten two or three successive heats, to a fourth or fifth trial? If he did 
bis best in the two first, and was beaten, it ought to (and in a match it would) 
eufice. If he did not do his best, he should, if possible, be made to do so, for it 

amould be rank injustice to give cither credit or money to a horse that had been 
resting himself in the race, while others had been running ;—yet this frequently 
occurs; $0 frequently, that in my opinion, it is an even chance that in a large 
Geld, the best horse does not win. The Others do, and wi'l maturally combine 
against the horse they deem most formidable. 

Take asan example, the last four mile race over the Unios Course. Bumper, 
Atalanta, Post Boy, Gipsev, and Veto, started for the Jockey Club Purse. Bum- 
per won the first heat, and it was evident from the running, that neither Post Boy, 
Atalanta, or Veto, hada chance with him for it. Gipsey laid up, and saved 100 
yards in the heat. For the second heat, every horse in the field contended—for if 
Bumper went for it (and he did do so) and won, the play was over, and their 
chances out. At the end of three miles and a half, Atalanta was dead beat by 
Bumper, and it was so evident that Bumper or Gipsey would win the heat, that 
Mr. Brancu ordered his boy to pull back, and save his mare. This good judg- 
ment left her fresh for another heat, and won him the money—for Gipsey, who 
was admirably ridden, and had been watching their struggles, the moment Ata- 
lanta was beaten, came up and collared Bumper, and aftar one of the severest 
rans ever witnessed, beat him by a neck to the post— Veto was distanced, and it 
was all Post Boy could do to save his. The 3d and 4th heats were won by Ata- 
lanta, stoutly and closely contested by both Bumper and _Gipsey. 

Now what a comment is this upon our mode of selecting the best horse ? 
Bumper distances Veto—beats Atalanta the first two heats—beats Post Boy all 
three—and Guypsey the first and the last, and yet gets not a cent of the money ! 
Bs not the injustice here most glaring? What chance would cither of these have 
had with Bumper (on that day) single handed? If Gypsey had not saved 100 
yards the first beat she could not have won the second; and if Atalanta had not 
gosted for the last half mile of the second, she couid not have won the third heat. 

This ig not an unusual or solitary instance, as every man ai all acquainted 
with the turf will vouch; so far from it, that there is aearcely a meeting that 
events of a similar nature do not occur. Ought it to be so¥ Jt would not, I think, 
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80 buve happened if $400 lad been allowed to the horse that was firsi, $100 to 
him that was second in the firsi heat. But if it Aad so occurred, it would have 
been some consolation to have received the $400 so fairly and hardly earned. 
The enly variation from the common custom, that { am aware of, is at “/ven- 
ton; here $300 out of a thousand is given to the horse that is second in the last 
heat; this, in my judgmem, is making bad worse. 1t operaics as an inducement 
not to rua for the first heat. The rvlethat makes the horse that is second best 
in the Jast heat, second best in the rac>, has always appecred tome objectionable. 
When in a field, and according to this rule, a horse is betted agninst another, it 
will depend upon the @mewnt of the bet which beat he runs for. If the bet be 
double the purse, he will probably run for neither—taking care only to be a-head 
of the horse Letied against in the last heat. Or thig -he public, perhaps, know 
nothing, and back him, it may be, against the fickl, supposing, as a matter of 
courss, that he will do his best to win the purse, but which he will be litle likely 
to akempt.— He would scarcely rick $2000 to win one. According to this rule, a 
herse may win the first heat—Le beaten by a head in the second—run a dead 
heat for the third, and yet have neither name or place in ihe race, because he was 
second in the fourth to some horse that had boen, perhaps, first or second in 
neither, and, it may be, had rum for neither, and one, too, that if compelled to du 
his best, or keep pace with the others for either of the first three heats, might 
have beeu distanced instead of being second in the last. But give a portion of 
the purse to the winuer and to the horse that is second in the first heat, and the 
inducement to lay up is taken away or lessened according to the amount given 
for the heat, and there ig little doubt that the evedit and money they get they will 
honestly earn. 

The rule that makee the winner of « heat better than the horse that is second 
in the lasi, is, like most others, not infallible. A horse may contend for the first 
heat, and be beaten 6 inches by one that can win no ot her—and hemay be seeond 
each time to thé winner of the last woheats—having contended for all, and beaten 
the winner of the first heat twice out of three times, he would be entithed to the 
second slace. But how ofien does this case occur? Does it not ofiener, much 
ofiener, happen that the horse that wins, or is second the last heat, has not run for 
the first? Ina field where adi are doing their best, two may beat the others 100 
yards or more in the first heat, and yet neither be first or seoond in any other 
heat. But instead of beating the others by 100 yards, suppose they had done so 
by five only, would not the chance be 4 to I that one of these would have enough 
left in him vo win the second heat?) It mig, and perhaps has happened, that a 
horse has been able to beat another 100 or 120 yards in a first four mile heat, and 
yet be unabie (though restrained to the speed of his antagonist) to win the second 
But it it has, or dees #0 haypen, it hay pens so rurely as to make it an exception 
to the general rule. 

Ii muy be objected, that in running three heats only, if three several horses 
each win one, it will not be decided which is the best: granted; but as, accord- 
ing to the present rule, it frequently happens that the worst horse in the race 
wins, ari he is only made best by the rule, I can see no reason why the rule may 
not as well make the winner of the firsi, or fast heat; or he that wins the first‘ 
am! is second, the last; or he that is second the first, and wins the two last heats, 
best in the race. In my humble judgment, the chance of selecting the best, in 
either cuse, and when every heat would be probably run for, is greater than by 
she old method. 

There is yet another inducement io this change, und though last, it will not be 
deemed beast in the eves of those who own the horses, or those who witness their 
exertions— Humanity. How few owners are there of good horses, that after see- 
ing them’ do their utmost for three successive heats, of four miles each, were it 
notto decide the bets made by others upon a horse, that he has in some measure 
made public property, by entering for# public purse, but wouki gladly forego 
his chance for the money and send his horse to the stable? I sincerely believe 
that nine out of ten of those who are but lookers-on at a race, would gladly 
sanction a rule that would render it unnecessary to task so severely, if not use- 
lessly, the powers of 80 noble and generous an animal. 

How many of those who witnessed, in their memorable race, the efforts 
of Black Maria and Tvifle for three successive heats, and their struggles 
for a fourth, with a competitor comparatively fresh—who that was present 
that day and marked the meek expressive glance cast towards the Judges 
by one of these doomed ones, when brought up to struggle through a fifth, 
will forget it? I, for one, shall not. If there were no other inducement save only 
this one to alter the present law, the remembrance of this race and its effects 
should, with me, saffice. Of the three that started, one was for months but the 
shadow of herself—one was crippled and laid up for a year, and the other died 
in a few months afer. Was the Purse a compensation for a tithe of al! this mis- 
chief? 

And here, too, is another striking illustration of the justice of the present law. 
Maria, after a severe contest, beats Trifle the first heat by half a length—the se- 
cond is a dead heat between the two, and Trifle beats Maria by a neck for the 
third. Now, Lady Retief was in this race, and was beaten to sticks by both 
Maria and Trifle in all three heats. She did not run for the first, and for aught 
I know, might have run for neither; but she, although beaten in three successive 
heats, is allowed by the rule to start again, and is placed before Tile because 
she is ahead of her in the last! 

If a trial of skill between the owners, as to who can best maneuvre and direct 
his horse or his rider in the race, is thought of importance, the rules as they 
now stand answer the purpose perhaps as well as any we can make; but if a 
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trial between the horses is the object, the sooner, in my humble opinion, they are 
altered, the better. 

The various ways in which this alteration would benefit the proprietor of a 
race field, are so apparent as scarcely to need mention. It would add to their 
profits by adding to the interest and attraction ofthe race. It would induce many 
a man to train and enter a horse that would not think of doing so under the pre- 
sent rule; for though he might not be able to beat Post Boy or Mingo the race, he 
might win a heat and so pay the expense of the trial. It would render racing 
less of a monopoly, by dividing among a number that which is now given (and 
often unjustly) to one. In short, were I to enumerate all the advantages of this 
change, it would occupy more of my time and your paper than either of us could 
well spare.

FASHIONABLE BLOOD STOCK. 
Vinerwia, Nov. 26, 1836. 

Mar. Eniror,— Priam is coming to America!! I am pleased to make this 
statement on the best auth rity, that of Dr. Mearitt, who has just received a 
letter from England. He cost a round sum, the highest, probably, ever given, 
or offered for a Stedlion in England. Lord Chesterfield sold him, and, the same 
week, I believe, one of Priam’s colts won the Prendergast Stakes, one of the big 
things at Newmarket, beating a lage and capital entry. Another winner ap- 
peared during (hat meeting. He has already had five or six winners, (his oldest 
colts being two years old,) a greater number of winuers than any horse ever had 
of two year olds, the first scascn; ai least, 1do not recollect an insiance of 
equal success. Emilius, Prium’s sive, had no winners when bis first colts were 
two years old, but when his colis became more matured, and ran longer distances, 
they beat all competitors. Stoutness and bottom is the characteristic of the stock, 
but when they have speed united with it, they are invincible, as witness Priam, 
Plenipo, and oibers. It is, therefore, the greater credit to Priam, whose family 
trait is stoutness, and whose get are large, that they should, at two years old, 
have run in so very successful and creditable a manner. I have long regarded 
the Orville blood as the best in England, especially for this country, where stout- 
ness is all important, and Emilius is the most successful stallion of that blood. 
Indeed, there is no question of his being the best stallion in England, for the two 
best horses of the present day, (not to mention other capital ones,) Priam and 
Plenipo, are his sons, and no other horse in modern times can boast of two such. 
His competitor in success and fame, Sullan, hus many winners, bat generally 
speaking, it is of the short distance ‘stakes fortwo and three year olds. They 
are matured early, run like fury at two and three years, especially the shorter dis- 
tances, and train off young. Speed is their foite, and of that they have an un- 
common share. One only has yet appeared able to go the Derby d/stance, and 
none to go the St. Leger. Itmust be stated, too, as a striking fact, that his fillies 
are better than his colis. The stock of Emilius is the opposite of Sultan's in 
many respects. 7 fey generally win by gume, and the longer distances; they 
possess, too, the characteristic sowndness as well as slomtness of the Orville 
blood. 

At three years old, Priam won 8 times: the Derry Stakes, of 2660, at Epsom; 
the Riddlesworth Stakes, of 2500; the Column Stakes of 1300, and 400; 450 
ut Newmarket ; 950 at Ascot; SO and 150 at Doncaster, and ran second for 
the St. Leger, being barely beaten by Birmingham. 

At four years old he won six times, without losing once. At five he started 
four times, lost once when amiss, and won three times. He won 17 times out of 
19 starts, und this under the disadvantage of heavier weights than his competi- 
tors in many instances, He covered four years in England by subscription, at 
thirty guineas. 

Should he reach this country in safety, and you wish it, I will give you a full 
memoir of this splendid horse on some fature occasion. D.Q. 

Note by the Editor.—At all times we shall be glad to hear from“ D.Q.” He 
will see by our last paper, that the intelligence of Priam’s purchase reached us 
before it did the owner himself. We must here take occasion to remark, that in 
awarding to the Virginia importations of fashionatle sialiions the merrifé they 
deserve, our correspondent appears occasionally to overlook the claims of others. 
However, it is sufficient to allude to the fact to prevent a recurrence; and indeed, 
we make no doubt ** D. Q@.” 1s insensible that such a charge could lie against 
him. 

We think “PD. Q.” in error in stating that Sultan's fillies are better than 
his colts. Bay Middleton has not only won the Derby, but beat Elis, the win- 
ner of the St. Lezer, as will be seen in to-day’s paper, in the report of the New- 
market First October meeting. Sultan’s fillies, that have proved winners, may 
numerically exceed his colts, though we doubt 1; but when we name Bay Mid- 
dleton, Glencoe, Ibrahim, Despot, Aurelius, Hectic, Vathex, Muezzin, and Ru- 
bicon, (and we could greatly enlarge the list,) we think we have named enough 
to satisfy so sensible a turfman and breeder as “ D. Q.” of the untenability of his 
position. Besides, if he will refer to the state of the odds on the Derby for 1837, 
he will see that the Brother to Bay Middleton and Jereed, both by Sultan, are first 
favorites. Again we remarkg that “ D. Q.” is always welcome to a place in our 
columns. 


HICKORY JOHN AND MISS MEDLEY. 

As the time approaches (which is the 6th of this month), for the settlement of 
the question, whether the “ 9 Hage is the better Horse,” upon the issue of 
which the sum of $10,000 will staked, it might not be amiss to inform the 
Sporting world that both aags are in fine trim, and eager for the fray. It would 
be difficult to say which party is the more sanguine—Miss Medley defeated 
Hickory Jobu at Macon, previously to that had beaten Lady Nashville over the 
same course, in 7:45 and 7:44, and subsequently to her victory over Hiekory 
John, has won two four mile races at Columbus, in fine style—no wonder then, 
that her friends should feel confidence in one that has never deceived them, when 
in condition. On the other hand, the friends of Hickory John think, that al- 
though he was unfortunate in his career last winter, that bis frequent defeats 
were owing to want of condition — Their horse is more acclimated, and in the 
hands of Mr. Hammond, one of the most successful Trainers that we know of— 
he it was, that first brought Bascomb and Bill Austin into notice, and under his 
management Busiris ? made the Lest run that he has now achieved,which was the 
greatest effort of that season. For these and other reasons, the friends of Hicko 
John are almost if not quite as confident of success as the friends of Miss Med- 
ley. It has been suggested by the latter that Hickory John would pay forfeit.— 
They may make themselves easy on that score, for John’s backers will put up 
the whole amount as forfeit on any day that they may call, if it be to-morrow. 
We speak “by authority.” Nothing, we are assured, will prevent a race, but 
the illness or lameness of one or the other. Augusta (Ga.) Courier. 

On Tuesday next the match referred to above will be decided. As we hap- 
pened to predict the result ef the match between Bascomb and Argyle—between

ENCIERG. 


To the Editor of the New York Spirit of the Times. 

This distinguished racer, iate champion of the South, and a victor of the 
North in the match for $3000 a side, three mile heats, on Long Island, has be- 
come a subject of considerable inquiry among Turfmen, not only from his own 
great success and the fuct of his having placed Star among the first of American 
stallions, but from his having been raised by an obscure individual in the moun- 
tains, and the consequent impression that he was not well bred. His dam was a 
very fine racer, of most unflinching bottom. She preduced also a mare by St, 
Tammany, deemed invincible about Moorfield, Va. Several of her descendants 
out of the Walnut mare, (Sadi, &e.,) have also done her great credit. Frame’s 
bay gelding, winner ef two mile heats at Pittsburg, was by a coarse horse, and 
President Boyer, (fall Brother to Sadi), of the same age of Enciero, was s0 
far his superior at three years old that Enciero was supposed to be good for no- 
thing until Boyer died, (at four) when Enciero was again taken up. and made his 
splendid campaign in the West, winning all bis races (six). At Pittsburg, Pa, 
he won a seventh mile heat, through the mud, in 1:54. At Cleveland, Ohio, he 
won a three mile heat, late ia June, in 5:47, over a Course certified by the County 
Surveyor to be a little more than a mile. Same Fall (1835) he won the Jefferson 
(Va.) Jockey Club Purse, running the fourth mile of the first heat in 1:51. Two 
weeks after, the Four mile Purse at Washington City, through the mud, after 
which $5000 was refused for him. The succeeding week he was started for the 
Four mile race at the “Central,” he being the only horse out of fifly on the 
ground that dare enter against Black Heath, then fresh and in his zenith. I¢ 
being the general impression that Black Heath could out-brush any horse of the 
day, Enciero made at him from the score, and did the first two miles in 3:52,

lL. It is the practice of tie country, and has been the oractice for a ong time, 
and is supported by the authority of 'ong continued and general approbation 

2. tts having been im general use fora long time, bas made as familiar withi, 
and we therefore more easily and readily comprehend and embrace the true 
place of all the horses in the race. 

3. It is founded in reasen; for itis certainly more proper to place horses in the 
report just as they placed themselves in the race, than to give them the places 
which oy CAnance they orecupy In the € niry or nomination 

4. Itis more convenient to the reader, and makes a more correct impression on 
hisanind, for the result of the race is thus presented to the eve as well as to the 
mind of the reader 

5. It is more true, or atleast presents the truth in a more forcible and impres 
sive manner. ‘This is the main object of the report, and the judges having placed 
the horses, the Secretary or Reporter, ought so to record or report the result, as to 
make it most plain and evident tu the reader. 

For these and other reasons, | wish all the reporters of our races would adhere 
to the good, sensible, convenient, long established, and intelligible practice of 
placing the horses in the report as the judges placed them in the race. 

It is not enough to name the sire and dam of a horse when he is entered; as 
for iystance, b. c. or h. by Eclipse, dam by Virginian, for a dozen colts or horses 
might come within that description; but the description ought to be such as to 
identify the particular colt or horse, so that one, and one only, could come within 
its terms. In looking over the nominations for the Produce Sweepstakes to be 
run over tue Union Course i the Sprung of 1438, 1 see this: —Robert Tillotson 
names produce of Bedford snare by Kclipse. Now, there may be twenty Bed- 
ford mares that had produce by Eclipse that year, and any one of the produce 
could run. Of a subscriber might ewn two or three sisters, and such a descrip- 
ction wouldeanswer for any of their produce. In another Sweepstakes, I see a 
nomination made thus :—Produce of a Henry mare and Autoerat. This is liable 
to the same objection.— The dam of the mare should have been described and 
identified, so that but one colt or filly could come within its terms. Mr. James 
S. Garrison vames produce of Sally Hope, by Sarpedon, which is sufficiently 
definite. Or if le had named the produce of bay mare by Gohanna, dam Lady 
La Grange, covered by Luzborough, that designation would have been suffi- 
ciently precise, untess, indeed, Lady La Grange had two bay fillies by Gohanna, 
in which case, if neither had a name, the year in which the dam was foaled could 
be mentioned, 2s thus:—the produce of bay mare, foaled in 1828, by Gohanna, 
out. of Lady La Grange, covered by Luzborough. 

Fanny Wyatt should be spelt without the @ in the first syllable of Wyatt—it 
should. be Wratt.

A FEW HINTS TO THE YOUNG SHOOTER. 

‘To teach the young idea how to shoot” has been so often quoted, ’tis worn 
as threadbare as my old jacket. This somehow or other pops hubiliments inte 
my head, which [ will say little about, as tailors are very knowing in this way ; 
only, if you wish to reduce your bodily strength, in hot weather wear a very 
thick jacket, and in winter 1 leave it to your own discretion, whether thick or 
thin, As for the gun, fashion is everything in this article, and I do not know 
one thing that has whiffled about men’s minds more than the tube: even gun- 
smiths seem floundering in opinion. Short barrels, they say, will not consume 
the powder, and of course shoot weak; and yet you are told at the same time 
that long barrels want more powder than a short one! Perhaps the capricious 
opinion as to how a horse should wear its tail may be placed or a par with thie 
noodling about the positive length of a gun barrel. 

Flint is now out of the question, and single guns are out of fashion. In the 
hands of a young sportsman there is this advantage in the double—that he ie 
more likely to shoot himself, his dog, or friend: the last is likely to give him a 
retentive memory, and the first, if well done, no memory at all. 

There is this good quality in the so vaunted vent-holes, that they admit the 
damp, and of course t : c 
over-quick, this will in wet weather give them time to think where it is likely 
the shot will go, and to open their eyes if they should have that nictating accom- 
plishment, not much after, but —y * a mena y+ ape ina 
damp place will answer the same purpose ; t adage says, “ and sure.”

Always let your point- 
ers leap the edges and enter the field before yourself, as there may be a chance of 
baving @ point on a well-pleached fence—such a treat perhaps muy occur once in 
your life ; and this if it chould tuke place, will shine in your log! 

_If a bird be killed, either from a point, or accidentally walked up, run imme-| 
diately : this will teach your dogs to do so likewise; and as they are likely to 
ave the most speed, your bird will perhaps be minus “a lez, a wing, and a bit 
of the breast ;” and there is a chance that you may have the felicity, when run- 
ming, of putting up a few more birdsand having an empty gun. This sight will 
‘be most exhilarating. ' 

If you are nervous, aad too sensitive at the recoil of your gun—this unplea- 
santness will be entirely conquered by putting in the shot before the pewder, and 

may prevent many other unpleasant occurrences. 

The whirring of the birds often averpowers the weak-nerved, and destroys all 
seadiness. They are not so likely to be disturbed, if early in the morn you first 
beat turnips, as most likely the birds are feeding on the stubbles; and further on 
in the day, beat the stubbles, as the game in all probability will have retired to 
the turnips. Beat down-wiad when near the borders of your manor: if your 
neighbor is a good shot, this will be pure charity.

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Sentence oF Acwentey.— Court of Oyer and Terminer.—Samuel Ackerley, 
an Englishman, who murdered his wife a few months since in this city, under 
cireumstances of peculiar atrocity, (by impalement), was brought into Court to 
hear his sentence on Tuesday morning, the 22d ult. The Commercial thus des- 
cribes the appearance and faie of the wretch :— 

His appearance is certainly not that which would suggest the presence of a 
murderer. His countenance exhibits no trace of vindictive passion, or of native 
and unsubdued ferocity. He is small of stature, with dul! inexpressive eyes, 
and unmeaning features and expression. The degrading tokens of habitual! in- 
Lemperance are very perceptible in his face and person. 

On being asked his reasons—if any he haa—why sentence of death should not 
be pronounced, the counsel for the prisoner stated that his client bad nothing to 
offer, save a protestation of his innocence, and an averment that the deposition 
made by him before the coroner’s jury, was all that he knew on the subject. 


Judge Edwards in his sentence took oceasion to remark, that during a few } 


years, six persons had been capitally convicted before him, and in every instance 
the crime was to be traced to intemperance; and further, he would now say, that 
in most cases of persons sentenced to the state prison, who were not intemperate 
themselves, from the intemperance of their parents, their education had been so 
much neglected, that it was easy to account for their proneness to crime.
